President Obama is considering all options to create 
jobs, including another stimulus package, while try- 
ing to pull the economy out of a deep recession and 
deal with a record deficit, White House advisers said 
Sunday. 

With more than half of the $787 billion recovery 
package yet to be spent, Obama aides said the adminis- 
tration is not ready to commit to additional measures. 

“Everything is on the table,” senior adviser Valerie 
Jarrett said. 

“You've got this huge national deficit and we've got 
to do what we can to bring that down. At the same 
time, it’s important to stimulate the economy,” Jarrett 
said. “Let’s wait and see. Let’s let the recovery bill do 
its job.” 

Unemployment stands at 9.8 percent, with more than 
4 million jobs lost this year. The deficit has reached $1.4 
trillion and the national debt $11.9 trillion. 

Adviser David Axelrod cited progress on reviving 
the economy, with expectations for growth in the third 


quarter this year. But he warned that the government 
should not make the mistake of ending its recovery 
initiatives too early at the risk of sending the economy 
back into recession. 

“That doesn’t mean that we don’t look to the mid- 
and long-term for deficit reduction,” Axelrod said. “We 
have a stimulus program in place, an economic recovery 
program in place, that is not even 50 percent through. 
We have to see that through. And we'll see what other 
measures we need to take.” 

In appearances on the Sunday news programs, the 
advisers criticized those Wall Street firms that are 
paying huge amounts in compensation and benefits 
after accepting taxpayer assistance. Goldman Sachs, 
for example, has said it has set aside $16.7 billion for 
compensation so far this year, more than $500,000 per 
employee. Citigroup is paying $5.3 billion in bonuses to 
its employees and Bank of America $3.3 billion. 

“I think the American people have a right to be 
frustrated and angry,” said Rahm Emanuel, the White 
House chief of staff.

FORT COLLINS, Colo. The story that a little boy 
had floated away in a giant helium balloon was 
a hoax concocted to land a reality TV show, 
authorities said Sunday, and the boy’s parents 
will likely face felony charges. 

The stunt two weeks in the planning was a 
marketing ploy by Richard and Mayumi Heene, 
who met in acting school in Hollywood and 
have appeared on the ABC reality show “Wife 
Swap,” Larimer County Sheriff Jim Alderden 
said. The Heenes have reportedly been work- 
ing ona reality TV deal in Los Angeles. 

Investigators are examining the possibility 
of other conspirators, “including the possibility 
that even some of the media outlets may have 
had some knowledge about this,” Alderden 
said. 

Documents show that a media outlet has 
agreed to pay money to the Heenes with 
regards to the balloon incident, Alderden said. 
He didn’t name the media outlet, but said it 
was a show that blurs “the line between enter- 
tainment and news.” It wasn’t clear whether 
the deal was signed before or after the alleged 
hoax, or whether that media outlet was a pos- 
sible conspirator. 

Six-year-old Falcon Heene may not have even 
been hiding in the rafters of the family’s garage 
during the intense five-hour search for him 
Thursday, Alderden said. 

“For all we know he may have been two 
blocks down the road playing on the swing in 
the city park,” the sheriff said. 

The stunt temporarily shut down Denver 
International Airport and caused the National 
Guard to scramble two helicopters in an 
attempt to rescue the boy, who was believed to 
be inside the flying-saucer shaped homemade 
balloon that hurtled more than 50 miles across 
two counties.

The drama played out on live TV to millions 
of viewers worldwide. When the balloon landed 
without the boy in it, officials thought he had 
fallen out and began a grim search for his body.

was “seeking counsel.” 

“This thing has become so convoluted,” 
Heene said as tears welled in his eyes. He said 
his wife was holding together better than he 
was. 

The couple’s attorney, David Lane, issued a 
statement later Sunday saying the Heenes were 
willing to voluntarily turn themselves in to face 
charges. Lane said he advised the family against 
making public statements. 

The sheriff said all three of the Heenes’ sons 
knew of the hoax, but likely won't face charges 
because of their ages. The oldest son is 10. One 
of the boys told investigators he saw his brother 
get in the balloon’s box before it launched. 

Heene, 48, a storm chaser and inventor, has 
described himself as an amateur scientist, but 
Alderden said Heene has only a high school 
education. 

“He may be nutty,” Alderden said, “but he’s 
not a professor.” 

Alderden said that during the drama, the 
family’s actions led them to believe the story 
was genuine. But during an interview on CNN 
Thursday night, Alderden said investigators 
had an “aha” moment when Falcon turned to 
his dad and said what sounded like “you guys 
said we did this for a show” when asked why he 
didn’t come out of his hiding place. 

Alderden said the children were still with the 
parents Sunday morning, and child protective 
services had been contacted to investigate the 
children’s well-being. 

“Clearly, from all indications, Mr. Heene has 
somewhat of a temper,” Alderden said. 

As to the hoax that could end up with one or 
both in prison: “It certainly got big and wheth- 
er anybody realized that it would get the type of 
international media attention, I suspect this is 
probably beyond what they thought,” Alderden 
said.

Lawsuit charges abortion law is unconstitutional

A Chicago physician and a Granite City women’s 
medical clinic have filed a lawsuit in Cook County 
Circuit Court charging that Illinois’ parental 
notification law is unconstitutional. 

The law, set to go into effect Nov. 3, requires 
physicians to notify the parent of a girl younger 
than 18 before performing an abortion. A provi- 
sion of the law allows girls to bypass parental noti- 
fication by going before a judge, who would then 
have 48 hours to rule on the petition. 

Moreover, no notice is required in the case of a 
medical emergency or if the girl declares in writ- 
ing that she is a victim of sexual abuse. 

Acircuit court judge is set to conduct a hearing 


on the temporary restraining order on Nov.2, said 
Lorie Chaiten of American Civil Liberties Union, 
one of the attorneys representing the plaintiffs, 
the Hope Clinic for Women Ltd. and Dr. Allison 
Cowett, the director of the University of Illinois 
at Chicago’s Center for Reproductive Health. 

In the complaint, the plaintiffs argue that the 
notification law would harm minors by prevent- 
ing them from obtaining safe abortions or force 
them to carry their pregnancies to term. 

“Others will be beaten or thrown out of their 
homes when their parents learn of their pregnan- 
cy and planned abortion,” plaintiffs write in the 
complaint, referring to pregnant minors. 

In the event the lawsuit isn’t successful, the 


ACLU is training lawyers and guardians to shep- 
herd the girls through judicial bypass. 

Intense debate has shadowed the notifica- 
tion law for more than 30 years. In July, a federal 
appeals court in Chicago lifted a federal injunc- 
tion on a 1995 version of the notification law, 
clearing it for enforcement. 

Anti-abortion activists, who applauded the 
July ruling, questioned the recent court filing. 

“On the one hand, it’s a last gasp by a desperate 
ACLU,” said Peter Breen, executive director and 
legal counsel for the Thomas More Society. “On 
another, it appears to be a delaying tactic.” 

Breen called the lawsuit “meritless and very 
likely frivolous.”

States weigh 
campaign rules 
for Internet age 


Zz To promote his recent campaign for mayor 
of St. Petersburg, Fla., Scott Wagman bought 
an ad that popped up online when anyone ran a 
Google search for his opponents’ names. 

He was hardly the first to employ the tactic, 
which didn’t stop a rival campaign from complain- 
ing the ad did not have a “paid for by” disclaim- 
er. The Florida Elections Commission ordered 
Wagman to remove it and pay a $250 fine, even 
though the required disclaimer was longer than the 
68 characters allowed in the text of the ad, which 
wasn't “paid for” until someone clicked on it. 

Wagman is fighting the complaint, and his case 
adds to an ongoing debate about how “old media” 
rules governing campaign spending should apply to 
the “new media” of the Internet age. Does a candi- 
date’s personal Facebook page need a disclaimer if 
it is updated by a staffer? Can a campaign-related 
tweet even be regulated? 

So far, the Federal Elections Commission has 
taken a mostly hands-off approach, but that may 
soon change.

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Court files: Blackmail threats 
‘alarmed’ Letterman 


David Letterman felt “threatened, alarmed and concerned” 
about the impact to his family life and career after a news- 
man tried to blackmail him by disclosing his sexual affairs, 
according to court documents released Thursday. 

CBS News producer Robert J. 
“Joe” Halderman told Letterman 
in a package of materials he sent 
that he had “alot more” documents 
to back up his threat and needed 
to “make a large chunk of money,” 
according to search warrant affi- 
davits. The additional evidence, 
Halderman said, included letters, 
e-mails and photos, authorities 
said.

According to the court docu- 
ments, the package Halderman sent included a demand 
letter, a treatment for a screenplay, photos, personal corre- 
spondence and portions of a diary. 

Letterman “feels threatened, alarmed and concerned 
about the impact of the disclosure of his personal informa- 
tion on his family life and career,” the court records state. 

Letterman is not named specifically in the court docu- 
ments, but they refer to “Client No. 1” as a public figure who 
faced the threat of “a ruined reputation” and damage to his 
career and family life. The documents referred to Letterman’s 
“great professional success” and said Letterman’s “world is 
about to collapse around him,” authorities said. 

Authorities also seized computer equipment, a camera 
memory card, banking information, photos, a magazine fea- 
turing Letterman and other items from Halderman’s home. 

Halderman, 51, a producer for CBS’ “48 Hours Mystery,” 
allegedly used diary entries by his former girlfriend—outlin- 
ing her affair with Letterman—to extort money from the 
talk show star. 

Letterman divulged details of the alleged extortion caper 
during his show, including the admission that he had had 
affairs with women who worked for him on “Late Show.” 

Halderman left an envelope in Letterman’s car early Sept. 
g, authorities said. Letterman acknowledged that the letter 
contained proof that he had sexual relationships with mem- 
bers of his staff.

Forget David Letterman and Roman Polanski, celebrity sex 
scandals have been around for as long as there have been 
celebrities. 

So the recent arrest of Polanski relating to his having sex 
with a 13-year-old girl and Letterman’s confession of having 
sex with female members of his staff are just the latest in a 
long and sometimes sordid history. 

“This is nothing new for the media and the public to 
become obsessed with this and report this in juicy, lurid, 
titillating detail,” says film historian and critic Stephen 
Farber, who notes that there is “this very moralistic side to 
this country that sort of plays on that. Some of these events 
are not big events in other countries, whereas here they are 
sources of wagging tongues.” 

Some stars have seen their careers crash down upon them, 
but others have endured the headlines and have put their 
lives back in order. Farber says some celebrities survived sex 
scandals because of “longevity. Some people go on a longer 
time. 

“Memories are short.” 

Here’s a look at some of the more recent sex scandals that 
rocked Hollywood: 
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Caught in the act 


The current co-star 

of ABC’s “Brothers & 
Sisters” was one of the 
Brat Pack heartthrobs 

of the 1980s. In 1988, he 
found himself involved 
in a sex scandal over a 
videotape showing him 
having sex with two girls, 
one of whom was just 

16. The tape was filmed 
in Atlanta during the 
Democratic National 
Convention. The two had 
met at a bar, where she 
apparently lied about her age. Also on the tape were sequences 
of Lowe and a friend having sex with a model named Jennifer in 
a hotel room in Paris.

Lowe entered a rehab clinic for alcohol and sex addiction and 
later made fun of his problems on “Saturday Night Live.” Married 
for 18 years and the father of two sons, Lowe rebounded from 
the scandal, starring on the former NBC series “The West Wing.” 
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Charlie Sheen 


He plays a womanizing bachelor on the popular CBS sitcom “Two 
and a Half Men.” And he also played one in real life. 


Although settled down and married to his third wife—he’s also the 
father of five—Sheen not only battled drug problems in the 1990s, 
he also battled sexual demons. 


In 1995, a woman sued him, stating that he had struck her in the 
head several times when she refused to have sex with him. Later 
it was disclosed during the trial of Hollywood madam Heidi Fleiss 
that Sheen had shelled out about $50,000 for ordering her call 
girls more than two dozen times.

The British actor exuded 
charm, wit and sophistication. 
Then, just before the release 
of his first American film, 
1995's “Nine Months,” he was 
arrested by L.A. vice officers 
near Sunset Boulevard for 
misdemeanor lewd conduct in 
a public place with Hollywood 
prostitute Divine Brown. 
Pleading no contest to the 
charges, he was fined and 
placed on two years’ summary 
probation and ordered to 
complete an AIDS education program.

Grant's grief ended up being a boon for Jay Leno and “The 
Tonight Show,” which consistently had been losing in the 
ratings to the “Late Show with David Letterman.” Grant 
honored his commitment to appear on the show, where he 
earned marks for not making excuses for his behavior, even 
after Leno famously asked him, “What were you thinking?” 
Grant's reply: “I think you know in life what’s a good thing to 
do and what’s a bad thing, and | did bad things. And there you 
have it.” 


Woody Allen

The Oscar-winning auteur not only made several films with his 
long-time girlfriend Mia Farrow, including “Broadway Danny 
Rose,” they also had three children. But their unwedded 

bliss ended in 1992 when Farrow came across naked photos 
of her daughter Soon-Yi Previn in Allen’s apartment. A long 
custody battle for the three children ensued, with Farrow 
saying that Allen had molested their 7-year-old daughter, 
Dylan. The judge concluded that the sex abuse charges were 
inconclusive but stated that his conduct with Soon-Yi was 
“grossly inappropriate,” especially given that Soon-Yi could be 
considered his “stepdaughter.” Allen says that he never had a 
paternal relationship with her. 


Farrow won custody of all three children. Although some 
people believe that Allen’s conduct permanently hurt his 
reputation, he and Soon-Yi married in 1997 and have two 
children.

The director of such film classics as “Rosemary’s Baby” 
and “Chinatown” was arrested on a fugitive warrant Sept. 
26 as he arrived in Zurich to receive an award from a film 
festival. He has been wanted by U.S. authorities since 
fleeing sentencing 31 years ago after being accused of 
plying a 13-year-old girl with champagne and part of 

a Quaalude pill during a modeling shoot in 1977, and 
raping her. 


He was initially indicted on six felony counts, including 
rape by use of drugs, child molesting and sodomy. He 
pleaded guilty to the lesser charge of unlawful sexual 
intercourse. In exchange, the judge agreed to drop the 
remaining charges and sentence him to prison for a 90- 
day psychiatric evaluation. 


However, he was released after 42 days by an evaluator 
who deemed him mentally sound and unlikely to offend 
again. The judge responded by saying he was going to 
send Polanski back to jail for the remainder of the 90 
days and that afterward he would ask Polanski to agree 
to a “voluntary deportation.” Polanski then fled the 
country, on Feb. 1, 1978, the day he was scheduled to be 
sentenced to the additional time.
